DEMPSEY'S DAY PAST. 


He Was Entirely Outelassed 
with Fitzsimmons.

Thirteen Hot Rounds. 


A Great Congregation of Sporting Tal- 
ent at New Orleans. 


The Middie-weight Champlonship 
Go to tha Antipodes—How 
the Battle Was Fought—A 
Memorable Contest. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New ORLEANS, Jan. 14.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.] In the amphitheater 
of the great Olympic Club tonight, 
4000 people, including the greatest 
gathering of sporting men ever seen in 
New Orleans, witnessed the New 
Zealander, Robt. Fitzsimmons, the 
biggest middle-weight on record, 
kuock out Jack Dewpsey, the world- 
renowned “Nonpareil,” in the great 
international match for the middle- 
veight championship of Australia and 
America aud a purse of $12,000, $11,000 
to the winner and $1000 to the loser. 

The battie was fought under Marquis 
with gloves 
weiguing fiveounces. The men weighed 
in the presence of the andience, Fitz- 
simmons marking up 1504 and Dem — 
147}. Dempsey’s secoucs were 
McAuliffe, Gas Tuttle and Mike Con- 
ley, while Jimmy Carroll and Doc 
O’Gonnell looked after Fitzsimmons. 
At 6 o’clock this evening Fitzsim- 
mous was one pound overweight, and 
was sent out in company with Carroll 
to work down. Dempsey was reported 
at weight and in fine form, though 
small alongside bis opponent. 

Time was called at 9:25, with Alexan- 
der Brewster, one of the ablest and 
most respected citizens of New Or- 
leans as referee, Prof. John Duffy 
Official time-keeper and ex-Mayor 
Guillotte master of ceremonies.

THE MYSTERY OF THE BAKERS- 
FIELD TRAGEDY CLEARED. 


The Identity of the Dead Woman and 
Her Murderer Fully Estab- 
Hshed—The Inquest 
Yesterday. 


The mystery surrounding the Bakersfield 
tragedy was cleared up at the inquest heid 
on the body of the dead woman at that place 
yesterday. An Associated Press dispatch 
received from Bakersfieid last night gives 
the following additional details: 

The mystery of the death of the woman 
and fatal wounding of the man before re- 
ferred to in dispatches from this place, was 
solved at the inquest, which took place to- 
day. The husbaud of the woman arrived 
from San Diego this morning. His name 
is J. N. etty. His wife left 
him about four months but 
he did not know that she was connected 
with the man by whom she was shot until 
quite recently, They have a daughter, 
eleven years of age whoisnow ia Los An- 
geles with ber grandmother.

THE RAISIN INDUSTRY—DAMAG- 
ING MISSTATEMENTS, 


The following extraordinarily and 
preposteriously incorrect statement was 
forwarded by the Associated Press and 
unfortunately printed yesterday in 
Tne Times—as ip other papers which 
take the Associated Press dispatches— 


The Viticultural Commissioner for the 
San Joaquin district, in his annual report, 
says that the raisin business is the chief in- 
terest of the grape-growers of the San Jva- 
quiu Valley. There are 2300 vinevard pro- 
prietors in the valley, and 56,430 acres 

lanted in raisin grapes, 20,000 of which are 


boar but hot half of these in full 
bearing. 1383 thousand acres are also 
plan in the State outside we valley 


When all these vineyards are in full bear- 
ing they will produte . boxes. of 
raisins annuaily, The total consumption 
of raisins in the United States is $75,000 
boxes annually, and in view of these facts 
the Commissioner advises the viticulturist 
to study the future of the industry care- 
fully before planting any more raisin vine- 
yards. He also discourages the planting at 
present of more wine vineyards, 


To show bow entirely incorrect these 
figures are, it is only necessary to say 
that, instead of the consumption of the 
United States being only 375,000 boxes 
annually, California alone shipped, 
last season, about 1.664.000 boxes, be- 
sides the home consumption, while 
about 2,000,000 boxes were imported 
from Europe to the United States. 
Yet, this remarkable report states—if 
the figures were correctly sent—that 
the State will produce“ when 76,430 
acres are in full bearing, 760,000 boxes; 
or less than half last season’s produc- 
tion! Again, the given number of 
acres, in full bearing, would produce 
not 760,000 boxes, but about 14,000,000 
boxes. Of the 1,664,000 boxes shipped, 
over a million were from the San Joa- 
quin district. 

It is impossible that so many vary- 
ing errors can be simply those of the 
pen, and we are therefore forced to 
one of two conclusions; either that 
some person or persons largely inter- 
ested in the industry are purposely 
bearing the market, just as the plant- 
ing season is commencing, or that the 
Viticultural Commissioner for the San 
Joaquin district had been too freely 
testing the liquid product of his dis- 
trict’s vineyards when he wrote the re- 
port. 

If this is thebest that the Viticultu- 
ral Commissſon can do, the sooner it 
is abolished tha better. The publica- 
tion of these erroneous statements has 
already done considerable injury and 
is likely to do more. Influenced there- 
by, an Eastern purchaser yesterday 
backed out of a trade for some raisin 
land which be had about concluded to 
buy. 
The Viticultural Commissioner for 
the San Joaquin district has the floor. 


FREE COINAGE OF SILVER, 


Senator Ingalls made a vigorous 
speech in the Senate yesterday in 
favor of free coinage, He took occa- 
sion to denounce bitterly the existing 
corruption in our political and social 
fabric. Referringto the tyranny of 
„combined, concentrated, centralized, 
conscienceless and incorporated capi- 
ta !“ he said: 

At the beginning of their second century 
the American people have become pro- 
foundly convinced that the ballot is not tne 
panacea for the evils of society; that it has 
not abolished poverty nor diminished in- 
justice. They have discovered that politi- 
cal equality did not result in social tratern- 
ity; that under a democracy the concentra- 
tion of greater power in fewer hands is 
more possible than under a monarchy. 

Continuing, he declared that the peo- 
ple had suddenly awakened to a con- 
ception of the fact that the bulk of the 
| property of the country is passing into 
the hands of men who have no poli- 
tics but plunder, and no priuciples but 
spoliation of the hnman race.“ a 

Mr. Ingalls made a great speech, 
which deserves more than passing at- 
tention, not so much for its elocution- 
ary merit as for the truths which he 
told. Senator Stewart’s free coinage 
amendment to the Finance Bill was 
subsequently passed by the Senate by 
avote of 42 to 30, all the Pacific Coast 
senators voting aye. The Senate after- 
wards passed, by a vote of 39 to 27. a 
free coinage bill pure and simple, as a 
substitute for the Financial Bill. 

The free coinage of silver, should it 
be enacted, may not do all that is 
| claimed for it; it will not prove a uni- 
versal panacea, but it will certainly 
tend to remove the congested condition 
of the currency of the country and, so 
far, will work much good, It is a 
movement for the relief of the toiling 
masses, and as such deserves a fair 
trial. 


THERE was quite a lively time in the 
City Council yesterday over the reports 
of the Finance Committee on salaries 
of city emyloyés. The report pro- 
posed changes in the number of em- 
ployés and salaries which would have 
made a net saving of $3160 per annum, 
but by the time the Council had finished 
wrestling with the question the pro- 
posed reduction had become very 
much reduced itself. Rees, of the 
Finance Committee, constituted him- 
self the “watchdog of the treasury’’ 
and stood up manfully for economy, 
while Summerland distinguished him- 
self equally on the opposite side, say- 
ing openly that he would vote to raise 
salaries but notto lower them. Mr. 
Summerland comes high, but the 
voters apparently think that they must 
have him. 


IN a recent interview wich a reporter 


of the Evening Post, I. W. Hellman of 
San Francisco stated that the financial. 
situation in thatcity had been very 
serious during December, and that his 
bank—the Nevada Bank—had trans- 
ferred about $3,000,000 trom the East 
The flurry has all passed now, and the 
feeling in the city and throughout the 
State is very good. Mr. Hellman is an 
advocate of legislation tending to ma 
the payment of taxes semi-aunual, a 
measure of which nature is now before 
the Legislature. 


THE dispatches announce that the 
O’Kanogans have broken out in Wash- 
ington Stute, have burned a Village 
and killed several people.

The first was ignorant, 
debased, degraded spurious suffrage, 
contaminated by the sewage of decayed 
nations; suffrage intimidated and sup- 
pressed in the South; suffrage impure 
and corrupt, apathetic and indifferent 
in the great cities of the North; so that 


it was doubtful to his mind whether 


for half a century there had been a 
Presidential election in this country 
that expressed the deliberate and 
intelligent choice of the whole 

y of the American people. 
The Elections Bill was intended to 
deal with one part of the great 
evil to which he alluded, but it was an 
imperfect and incomplete remedy. 
Violence was bad, but fraud was no 
better, and it was more dangerous be- 
cause it was more insidious, There 
could be no safety and no stable and 
permanent peace in this country, and

“Mongol Pirates Capture an 
English Ship. 


The Captain Killed ana the Vessel and 
Passengers Robbed. 


Ex-Consul Greithonse Leaves = His 
New Post in Korea. 


The Oceanic Breaks the Trans-Pa- 
cific Steamship Record=—The 
Fahit! Line Given Up— 
Honolulu News. 


Dy Telegraph to The Times. 

Sax Francisco, Jan. 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship 
Oceanic arrived today from China and 
Japan, via Honolulu. Ou December 
18 a farewell dinner was given at the 
Grand Hotel. Yokohama,in honor of 
C. R. Greathouse, formerly United 
States Consul-General to Japan, 
prior to his departure for Corea, where 
he will act as advisor to the King. 
The banquet was attended by United 
States Minister Swift, the British, Span- 
ish and Swiss consuls, several Japan- 
ese dignitaries aud about sixty mem- 
bers of the foreign community of 
Yokobama. Ile left Yokohama on 
the following day for Seoul. G. H. 
Scidmore remains as acting Consul- 
General. 

A sharp shock of earthquake. doing 
no damage, was felt at Tokio, Vecem- 

r il. 

The British steamer Namoo was at- 
tacked by pirates on December 8. 
about forty-tive miles from Hong Kong. 
The pirates were ¢ighty-five in num- 
ber and asked to be taken on board as 

assengers. While the officers were at 
unch they were attacked and Capt. 
Pecock aud the quartermaster of the 
vessel were shot and killed, as also 
was Capt. Peterson, light-house keeper 
at Ihe Lamocks. who was on board. 

After getting about thirty thousand 
dollars from the vessel and its 200 
Chinese and six European passengers 
the pirates ran the steamer within 
about five miles of shore and signalled 
for their partners. Six large junks 
put out aud received the booty, after 
which the pirates decamped.

wil Take a Hand in the 
Strang Case. 


HEARING SET FOR TODAY. 


Parents of the Injured Boy 
Called to Account—Various 
Items of Local Inter- 
est—Brevities. 


The Strang case is gradually near- 
ing a focus. Yesterday afternoon 
Constable Butterworth, in company 
with a reporter of Tue Times, visited 
the, Strang home on North Moline 
avenue to learn whether the injured 
boy had receiyed medical attention, 
Mrs. Strang came to the door, and in 
answer to the Constable’s inquiries, 
stated that Johnnie was not at home. 
She refused to state his whereabouts, 
and said she did not care to answer 
any questions nor enter into further 
interviews with reporters, although 
the reporter gave no indication what- 
— that he desired such an inter- 

ow. 

Later in the afternoon Constable 
Slater heard that the boy was at a 
meeting ot the believers in Divine heal- 
ing then in progress at the Holiness 
Church on South Fair Oaks avenue. 
The Constable then swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of the parents under 
the provisions of section 270 of the 
Penal Code which reads: Every pa- 
rent of any child who wilfully omits, 
without lawful excuse, to perform any 
duty imposed upon him by law to fur- 
nish necessary food, shelter or medical 
attendance for such child is guilty ofa 
misdemeanor.” 

Mr. Strang and Johnnie, with his 
arm still unbandaged, were found at the 
Holiness Church just as the meeting 
adjourned. Mr. Strang was shown 
the warrant. He said he would 
take the boy bome on a street- 
car and that if 
wanted him he could come there and 
get bim. The officer couldn’t exactly 
see itin that same light and soon pur- 
suaded Mr. Strang to accompany him 
to Justice Garduer’s office, where the 
hearing was set for this morning at 10 
o’clock. 

Much public interest has been mani- 
fested in the case which promises to 


bo of more than ordinary interest. 


This is the first time an arrest has been 
made in Pasadena under the section of 
the code quoted. The warrant charges 
William G. Strang and Jane Doe 
Strang with being guilty of a misde- 
meanor in allowing the boy’s left arm, 
which has been found to be broken, to 
go neglected and thus rendering it lia- 
ble to become permanently useless, 

In connection with this case, at the 
request of Rev. Mr. Clark, pastor ofthe 
Holiness Church, we repeat the state- 
ment made a few days ago to the ef- 
fect that Mr. and Mrs. Strang are not

In every respect except in the matter 


of railway facilities, San Diego occu- 
pies what must be conceaed undis- 
putably to be the second best location 
for a city on the Pacific Coast of the 
Union. ‘Tbe great disadvantage under 
which we labor, however, is remote- 
uess from a main line of overland 
travel. Los Angeles lies like a seine, 
stretched across the two transconti- 
uental lines of railways that yet pen- 
etrate Southern California, and in its 
meshes are caughtthe great bulk of 
overland tourists that sweep like a 
mighty school of fish trom the East in 
the winter, bent on exploring all 
Southern California. Doubtless the 
greater portion of these tourists leave 
home with the positive intention of 
visiting points of interest in San Diego 
county, and particularily San Diego 
city, but they become entangled in the 
net at Lus Angeles and systematic ef- 
torts are made to persuade them that 
nothing but disappointments would 
await them at San Diego. Los An- 
geles is not there for her health. Her 
business men cannot be blamed for 
using all tair means to keep her visi- 
tors within her own gates. San Diego 
would do exactiy the same thing, or 
would if she were smart.
